City sewerage is no fad.

The health of the 


^community demands it arid at once. 
'The danger which lurks in the pres- 
•en't 'system of caring for .sewage can- 
aiot be overestimated. 


The .people of Janesville are liv- 


ing over .a mine which may explode 
at any time. 
It may not come today 


or tomorrow but it will surely come 
in the near future unless something is 
done quickly. 
.This is no idle state- 


ment, no wild 'exaggeration, -but facts 
which the investigations of scientists 
and physicians have substantiated. 


Cesspool Deadly Menace,

Dr. Q. O. Sutherland; -formally years 


'a member of the state board of health 
'has given the subject much careful 


'- 'Study and he declares the. cesspool 


to be a constant and deadly menace 
to public health, with a power all the 


, more p-otent because .it does its work 


quietly and' unceasingly. 


Pew people -know what cesspools 


are doing in Janesville today. 
The 


ordinary -cesspool is ten feet in diam- 
eter .and it lasts about five years. In- 


ination of drinking water. 
Of course 


the city water comes from' below rock 
and is unpolluted, but many families 
still depend upon wells for their water 
sup-ply. 
Perhaps in the same neigh- 


borhood one or more -old wells have 
been transformed into cesspools. 
It. 


does not need a scientist to ,see the 
result. Common sense shows that all 
of the water at the same level is con- 
taminated and that those who drink 
it are in constant danger of disease. 


Medical authorities declare that if 


we continue the present cesspool sys- 
tem 'for twenty years we will be -call- 
ed upon to suffer an epidemic which 
will cost us more financially, to say 
nothing of the loss of life, than the 
most expensive system 'of sewers that 
could be put in. 


An Epidemic Certain. 


Statisitcs show that the mortality 


in cities which :have sewerage is match 
smaller in proportion than in those 
who let private citizens make what- 
ever disposal of sewage they "please. 
Especially is this true In -case of .ty- 
phoid fever, in which the mortality is 
about 20 per cent greater in cities 
without sewerage. 


In diphtheria ana scarlet fever the 


difference is about 12 per cent. 
No 


estimate can be made of the insiduona 
effect upon the lives of people who 
live above polluted ground, but it cer- 
tainly ha.s its influence.upon their gen- 
eral-health. 
.If an epidemic should break out, 
the owner of a private sewer would 
find that he had no protection and 
that his family-would be as liable as' 
any other to be swept away by death. 


This is no unfounded cry of the 


calamity howler. 
It is the voice- of 


warning, it is authorized by those who 
are thoroughly informed and it be- 
hooves the -people tp be wis? and heefl 


Economy of finance and the preser- 


vation of life demand a general sys- 
tem of sewers. Tote for it.

men who band themselves together 
as add societies and to whom is en- 
trusted much of the burden 01 solv- 
ing the financial problem of church 
existence. 


The 'history o£ the rumnuage sale 


in Janesville has proved to be but a 
repetition of history of the great- 
er part of humanity's benefactors. 
Jeered and derided at, regarded as a 
huge joke but a few weeks ago. it has 
come to be almost reverenced 
by 


the women 
wlho have been accus- 


tomed to giving days of hard labor 
and dollars' worith of provisions to- 
wards a church supper over which 
they were expected to feel hilarlo-us- 
ly elated if the receipts exceeded the 
twenty dollar mark. 


As a money maker the rummage 


sale has been a stupendous success 
and the financial results of the ven- 
ture are almost beyond belief. The 
most enthusiastic promoters of the 
sale have bt I n almost -stupefier! with 
surprise and those who have laughed 
the sale to scorn may be interested 
to know what it has done for Janes- 
ville. 


The Congregational church Social 


club, 
pioneers in thus 
movement, 


started 
out 
with 
-the 
intention 


of conducting a two days' sale and 
with the wild (hope of realizing $100. 
The sale was so immediate in its 
success, so great was the -demand for 
its continuance, that for ten days the 
work went steadily on and when the 
Social club ceased labor in order to 
give another church a chance, the 
net proceeds were $336.40. 


The Baptist Dadies' Aid Society 


and King's Daughters joined forces 
and continued the sale with fear and 
trembling and in spite of the creak- 
ings of those who said they wouldn't 
make enough to pay. their gas and 
coal bills. At the .end of the week they 
!had cleared neairly $200, and the de- 
mand was so great that the ladies of 
Court Street M. E. church took up 
the work and by two weeks of labor 
had the pleasure of adding $286.69 
to their treasury. 


Then came the First M. B. church- 


ladies, who netted 
something 
over 


$226 in two weeks and the Presby- 
terian ladies who cleared over $180 
in one week. 
During the last week 


the Woman's Auxiliary to the Y. M. 
C, A. has conducted *he sale in an- 
other .store and in spite of the fact 
that they are at ithe end of the list 
the ladies will have about $100 
to 


ehpw for their-work. 


Of course tt must be understood 


that none of these sums would have 
been so large ted any charge 
been 


made for the stores in which they 
were .held. 
The expenses were very 


light. 
EquaOly, of course, the 
re- 


sults were not accomplished without 
hard work 
by the people of 
the 


churches, especially the women, but 
women are willing to work in a. good 
cause any time and especially when 
they can see large retxirns for their 
labor. 


The rummage sale had its ludicrous 


side and the fear of the man who 
put all his 
-clothes in 
one closet, 


locked 'the door,'and put the key 
in 


his pocket, was not unifoxmded. 
At 


amy rate he 'had the profound sympa- 
thy of a fellow sufferer who was com- 
pelled to buy back the coat and vest 
in -which he arrays TiimseLf 
while 


mowing 
the lawn in 'Summer and 


which his over zealous wife 
had 


thought some other .man would like. 
It was quite a frequent occurrence 
for those who were working at the 
sales 
to (try to 
sell wraps 
and 


gloves which had been laid down care- 
iessly by others who were serving 
as temporary clerks -and many a res- 
cue was -ma.de just in the nick 
of 


time. One young gentleman who was 
assisting at one of the sales put his 
overcoat down .for a few moments 
and whe,n he returned for it the coat 
was gone. 
It'had been sold for sev- 


enty-five cents and delivered to 
the 


purchaser but fortunately for its old 
owner and unfortunately for the new, 
the man. who bougiht it-had not left 
the store and -he was rea-dily 
in- 


duced to give uphis bargain. 
At one 


of the sales a gentleman found 
a 


work basket whioh he Jiad given his 
wife before their marriage thirty or 
forty years ago. It had been sent 
to a second hand stare several years 
ago and dame to life again -at the 
rummage sale. 
Sentiment 
would 


have required Mm to purchase 
it 


again but (he didn't seem ".to be senti- 
mental. 


A prominent church .worker and a 


woman of (high social standing was the 
victim 'of one of the bol'dest bunco 
games I ever heard of. 
One day two 


well known gentlemen brought some 
ragged little children into the sale 
and gave the woman in charge $1.75, 
telling (her that the 'Children were rep- 
resentatives of a large and needy fam- 
ily and asking her to give them 
as 


much clothing as she could for the 
money. 
The woman's generous heart 


was 
touched and - she. disregarded 


price tags in making up the bundle 
which she gave to the children. 
The 


next day a very irate woman brought 
the bundle back and spoke her mind 
very freely.declared herself insulted, 
abused the ciiurch people, and de- 
manded the ?1.75. 
Thinking only of 


stopping the disgraceful scene the 
woman in charge gave her the mon- 
ey and never realized until it was too 
la'te that the money should have gone 
back to the men who gave it. 


The. rummage sale -was not with- 


out its pathetic side and many tears 
•rose xmbidden to the eyes of those 
who saw, perhaps for the first time, 
the eagerness with which the east off 
clothing of those in comfortable cir- 
cumstances was sought for by those 
less favored of fortune. 


Wisely 
conducted, 
the rum- 


mage sale is a great philanthropic 
blessing, and like the quality of mer- 
cy, it blesses him that gives and him 
that takes. 
To the unthinking 
it 


mlay mean simply a transfer of store 
rooms and to the scoffer it may seem 
merely a great scheme to make mon- 
ey. 
To flhose wtoo bear tihe burden 


of conducting it, it certainly, means 
tired feet and aching backs but in the 
hearts of,those who know it best the 
rummage sale will always have 
a

CASING WEATHER 


HAS BEEN SCARCE 


It is rarely that a winter has passed 


ililce tihe present one, that did not fur- 
nish an opportunity for tobacco grow- 
lers to remlove hanging tobacco frota 
tihe curing sflieds between the time erf 
closing in of winter and the advent 
of spring, says the Wisconsin Tobacco 
Reporter. 
But no time since late in 


last December j»as casing weather 
ensued of -sufficient duration to per- 
mit of hanging leaf to be taken from 
the poles. 
It is estimated that one 


garter of the last year's crop was re- 
maining in the «heds at the opening 
of the present week. The larger per 
cent, of course, lay in the northern 
growing sections, which 'did not get 
the rains .that some of the southeTn 
counties received. 
The delays 
in 


getting the tobacco down and 
in 


stripping, has proven a great incon- 
venience to many packers who have 
been compelled to close down their 
warehouses for several w.3eks 'past. 
The work of preparing the tobacco 
for market which usually is done in 
the early winter month, is now thrown 
into a time when the growers are busy 
with other farm work, .and it is doubt- 
ful if this work will i-eceive .as careful 
attention 
as it otherwise 
would. 


Packers also generally prefer not to 
have their tobacco hang in the sheds 
during an eatire winter. 
The con- 


dition also bids fair to bring the sort- 
ing season further into1 warm weath- 
er than packers like to see. 


The conditions of tihe contry roads 


have precluded nxuoh riding in the 
growing districts during the week and 
we imagine very little • trading has 
•been accomplished. 
The week, how- 


ever, ihas brought a good deal of cas- 
ing weather and given the growers 
an opportunity to remove the last of 
the hanging tobacco ami complete the 
stripping. 
As soon .as the belated 


portions of the crop can be prepared 
for market, the warehouses which 
have been closed down .pending the 
•return of -soft •weather, .will be per- 
mitted to reopen and continue oper- 
ations. 


The market for old stock has been 


remarkably inactive of late, both at 
the eastern centers and with local 
packers.

Company are credited with purchasing 
nearly 1,000 boxes of '99 of A.

RESENTS ATTACK 


Willful and Malicious Misrepresenta- 


tions Made by the Democratic Or- 


gan—Was No Salary Grab. 


The Recorder in. its issue of Friday 


takes occasion to 'attack Mr. TUchard- 
son, the republican candid te ' for 
mayonffor his stamcil upon, a Mil which. 
"was before the legislature this session1 


The bill was entitled "A Bill'Provid- 


ing for Biennial Municipal Elections 
and 
for Other • •Purposes."'' 


Among the provisions of the bill 


was one allowing city councils to pay 
the mlayor of a city a small salary. 
The Recorder intimates that M;r. Rich- 
ardson suportecl the "bill for the sake 
of getting a salary -and speaks of it 
as a.salary grab. 
The Recorder says 


that Mr. Richardson -appeared nefore 
the legislative committee in Madison 
and advocated the bill. 


Th'e Gazette being desirous oc get- 


ting at the facts in -the case interview- 
ed Mr. Richardson'With, regard to the 
bill 'and learned -that the bill was In- 
troduced and advocated by some of 
the members of the League of Mu- 
nicipalities, -an organization composed 
of municipal officers all over the state 
and that be w-ais requested to appear 
before ^he legislative committee •hav- 
ing the matter in charge, but he de- 
clined to do so and did not meat the 
•committee alt all. later .toe was re-? 
quested to send ta the committee a 
letter giving .his opinion of the bill, 
and he wrote the folio-wing letter: 


Janjsville, Wis., March 29, 1901. 
Hon. F. B.' Keene, 


Chairman of Committee on. Cities, 
Assembly Chamber, Madison, Wis. 


Dear Sir:—I have been requested 


ta write you -with regard to .a Mil be- 
fore your committee providing for bi- 
enniail electio-ns and other purposes. 


I 'have been over this bill carefully 


and wisli to express my approval of 
the general purpose of *he bill. Its 
•chief object is to increase t-he power 
ot the mayor.and thus provide an offi- 
cial who can be held responsible to 
the people for a proper .administra- 
tion, of municipal affairs. 
I think 


this is the most important portion 
of the bill. 
There are some details 


of the bill that might perhaps be 
changed. 
I believe that two years 


is a long enough term of office for 
alderman instead of four years as the 
bill contemplates. 
Also I am not cer- 


tain that it will 'benefit matters any to 
pay the mayor a salary. The mayor 
of any city if ihe attends to his duties 
must put in considerable time and suf- 
fer sufficient (annoyance toj entitle 
him to a fair salary, but it does not 
necessarily follow- that the payment 
of such a salary, will induce better men 
to take the office. 


My experience here la connection 


with city affairs (has led me to believe 
that the most important step to be 
taken towards a. 'better 'administration 
of city affairs is the increasing of the 
power of the mayor and his conse- 
quent responsibility. 
I believe this 


to be absolutely necessary befora any 
decided change can be made. I trust 
"that your committee, will see fit to rec- 
omimend the passage of the bill. Yours

Hundreds of Officers a_.| Men with Arms 


Given to Americans— TI,e Insurrection

Manila, March SO.— Like 
a house 


built -of cards the rebellion is rapidly 
falling to pieces. The most important 
surrender resulting from the capture 
of Aguinaldo was made by General 
Geronimo, the insurgent leader in the 
province of Morong, Luzon. Y7ith six 
officers aud forty-six men Geronimo 
gave himself up to Colonel J. Milton 
Thompson of the Forty-second regi- 
ment at San Mateo. ''"The surrender 
of the entire, Filipino force is bound 


• to follow," said 
General Geronimo. 


"Aguiaaldo's capture means the end- 


' of our struggle. 
We have no hope of 


•winning and submission is the only 
way out." Geronimo and his associates 
were well dressed, all being attired in 
full uniform. They gave up fifty rifles 
and a large quantity of ammunition. 


TITO Surrender nt Mumljoruo. 


Scarcely, had Geronimo given up 


when the news was received at head- 
quarters of the surrender o£ Generals 
Alikpali and Ruiz at Mamburao. Gen- 
eral Ruiz is a brother of Aguinaldo's 
commissioner recently sent

The insurgents gave up in addition to 
a large number of men thirty-four 
guns and a considerable quantity of 
ammunition.

General Fullon. another insurgent 


genera!, on learning of the capture of 
Agumaldo surrendered his command

S. Scott of the Forty-fourth regiment 
Added to these three surrenders is 
that of Capistrano 
at 
Sumnlao 
in 


northern Mindanao. He gave up nine 
officers, 160 men, 187 rifles and eighty 
shotguns. 
This last surrender ends 


the insurrection in that section. As 
the 
news 
of Aguinaldo's 
capture 


spreads through the archipelago the 
insurgents are becoming disheartened 
hence the marked increase in the num- 
ber of individual surrenders. General 
Cailles. who is practically outlawed on 
account of his atrocious crimes sent 
an emissary to General Bates, who an- 
swered that he must surrender uncon- 
ditionally and stand trial. The form- 
er insurgent officers and the Macabebe 
scouts who took part in the capture 
of Aguinaldo will probably receive a 
monetary reward. The amount has not 
•been specified. It has also been rec- 
ommended that every man participat- 
ing in the capture of Asuinaldq receive 
a special medal.

This 
dispatch chronicles the surrender of a

the celebrated ex-head center of the 
Fenians, died here today, 
ag=>d vi 
years'. 


To James Stephens, to his marvelous 


organizing capacity and his power to 
Plan, was due in the main the spread 
of the Fenian government in Ireland 
Jvo secret conspiracy ever organized by 
the foes 
of England 
in Erin ever 


shook English power to its base as did 
the Fenian movement of which Ste- 
phens was the brain and nerve center 
and chief. The agitation for the lib- 
eration of Ireland from the English 
yoke was begun, it is said, by Stephens 
in 1858, ancT in 1864 enlistments and 
secret drillings took place. Stephens 
was Irish "head center" of the broth- 
erhood. He .was captured and impris- 
oned in November, 1865, but escaped 
from 
Richmond prison the 
same 


month, through the aid of John Bres- 
Jin and other friends in the movement 


He went to New York May 10, 1866 


and the Fenian movement against 
Canada soon followed. He was then 
called "central organizer of the Irish 
Republic." He sailed from America 
in November of the same year. 
He 


made his headquarters in France for 
a number of years, until March, 1885 
when he was expelled from that coun- 
try. He was afterward permitted to 
return to Ireland, when the constitu- 
tional movement '•- home rule took 
the place of revolutionary agitation. 


From the day in 1848 when, as a 


boy, he stood beside William Smith 
O Bnen and helped to erect the barri- 
cades at Ballingarry down to the pres- 
ent time, Stephens' name had been in- 
timately associated with the struggle 
for Irish freedom. He was carried from 
™I!K f!d °f t|hat' his first 
sk'rmlsh, 
with the English enemy, ao severely 
wounded that it was beli.ved he was 
dead. .This facilitated his escape from 
the country. Of late years Stephens 
had lived in retirement.
